gas used being artificial and 30 per- 
cent natural, Curtin said, and in the 
event that natural gas can be ob- 
tained for more than 30 percent of 
the requirements o£ the city the cost 
-would be cut accordingly. 


Curtin declared that 
a contract 


recently consummated with the Me- 
dina gas company for natural gas 
was made with the knowledge of the 
Ohio public utilities commission and 
is so worded that it will automatical- 
ly become void unless a satisfactory 
contract is made with the Lima coun- 
cil. In this event, he continued, the 
present ordinance will remain 
in 


force and as a result gas mains lead- 
ing into Lima cannot be repaired and 
the shortage of gas nest winter will 
be more acute than ever before.

He aaid if .11 rate Is obtained from 


the council whereby the contract can 
be held with the Medina company, he 
can guarantee, a uniform pressure of 
two ounces during the entire winter. 
As it is at present he said the pres- 
sure varies from four ounces'to less 
than a quarter of an ounce In cold 
weather when it is needed most. 


The natural gas will be mixed with 


the artificial product at 
the Lima 


plant, according to Curtin and will be 
distributed to consumers thru 
the 


mains now used for natural gas. The 
artificial lines will be abandoned he 
said. 


Curtin told the council that 85 per- 


cent of the people of Lima havis no 
other means of cooking than gas, ac- 
cording/to a survey made by the com- 
pany in June. On Market-st, he said, 
only two families have other means 
or cooking,-and on High-st only four 
could cook if the gas was turned off. 


The new contract with the Medina 


company is 40 cents per thousand 
cubic feet at the Lima city

This apprehension was quickly dispelled

Domestic consumers 
will be 


the chief sufferers for it is they who have 
not had the opportunity to fill their needs for 
the coming winter. 


Less than a year ago a, general strike 


of miners threatened to paralyze the nation. 
This was averted,; but time lost has not been 
made up and the .present crisis promises to 
be as bad as that last fall. Something must 
be done to prevent freezing and starvation 
which will follow if industry is forced to 
close down at a -time when every minute 
should be used to build up 
production. 


The present, strikes are. not sanctioned as yet 
by the .officials high up in the miners' 
unions nor should they be. They are in vio- 
lation of contracts and a direct bloV at the 
nation's welfare. It is to be hoped that the 
crisis may be passed without federal interfer- 
ence, but if this becomes necessary the gov- 
ernment must protect the. public.

nito. Nevertheless, such 
instances 


are rare enough to warrant the as- 
sumption "that very few families can 
trace their .names to such sources.
